1. I he attached materials have been prepared in response to n 
request from the General Cour.se! at OMB tor the DCI's comments on 
a draft Executive Order. 

2 ‘ Tii e Proposed Order, "Suitability Requirements for Government 

Employment, would relax the standards under which employees and 

applicants are investigated, and would restrict the types and degree of 
information into which the investigators could delved The procedures 
and standards in this proposed Order are not acceptable as far as 
protecting foreign intelligence information is concerned. This points 

?hat a th^nCT 1 ? nta n Pr0blem W . i 3,. the draft Order— it does not make clear 
that the DC! has the responsibility for protecting intelligence information 

including the authority to establish standards for access thereto. Also of 
serious concern are provisions of the draft Order that would grant Federal 

a^rselctton^an 1 ?^- 8 r™ due pr ? cess ri £ hts regarding notification, 
adverse actions, and adjudication procedures. These provisions ar«uablv 

weaken the Director's termination authority under Section 102(c) of the 
National Security Act of 1947. 

3. The attached letter and changes to the draft Executive Order 
establish our strong opposition. This material, prepared in conjunction 
with and concurred in by the Intelligence Community Staff, the Office of 
Security, the Office of Personnel, and the Office of General Counsel' 
substantially revises the draft Order in order to bring it in line with 
the Director's responsibilities and authorities. The suggested changes 
to Section 3(b) and 4 of the draft Order number only two and their 
purpose is to exempt from the provisions of the Order the Director of 
Central Intelligence, the Intelligence Community, and access to
